COUNTY SOCIAL SERVICE 
CANNOT "LEND" 
CHILDREN 

Every Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter 
the County Social Services Department re¬ 
ceives calls from people who want to share 
their homes with children. This year, Mrs. 
Joan Beyer, foster home recruiter, reports the 
calls have begun early and have already 
reached around 20 per week. 

The department is receiving many phone 
calls at the faster care unit asking to take a 
faster child home for a family-style Christ¬ 
mas or Thanksgiving celebration. 

"We appreciate these feelings,” said Joan 
Beyer, foster home recruiter, "and recognize 
the caller’s good intentions. But the county 
cannot place or "lend" children for just a 
day because of legal involvements and the 
emotional upset the visit many times causes 
for the child." 

She explained the children who are tem¬ 
porarily in the Children's Shelter or Juve¬ 
nile Hall cannot, because of legal custody 
and insurance problems, be released to an un¬ 
related family for the day. They do have a 
holiday meal and will.receive presents and 
most of the children do have visits from 
their parents. 

The most important part of the holiday- 
season for children is to share it with some¬ 
one they know and care about and with 
whom they have an on-going relationship, 
Mrs. Beyer said. Consequently, every effort 
is made to keep the child with those famil¬ 
iar to him, whether it be his own parents or 
relatives or his foster family. 

When people call to volunteer their homes 
the foster care unit explains the situation to 
them and suggests ways in which they can 
give of themselves. 

People who show a desire to help are re¬ 
ferred to the Voluntary Action Center, a 
clearing house for people who want to de¬ 
vote time, money or articles to needy chil¬ 
dren or families. The Voluntary Action Cen¬ 
ter number os 244-5252. 

Mrs. Beyer also said that although the 
department cannot fill these particular re¬ 
quests, there is a critical need in Santa Clara 
County for long-term foster homes for chil¬ 
dren, particularly for children between the 
ages of 10 and 18. 

Homes for teenagers are almost non-exist¬ 
ent and there are about 20 teenagers cur¬ 
rently awaiting homes. Children need homes 
the year 'round, not just, for a day. Anyone 


interested in becoming a foster parent 
through the foster home program can call 
299-2981.
